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The third meeting of the Citizens Commemorative Coin 
Advisory Committee concluded on April 26 with the announcement to 
the numismatic press of the participation by the Advisory 
Committee at the American Numismatic Association’s Convention 
in Detroit on July 30. The Advisory Committee agreed to 
collectively take comments from coin collectors at the 
Educational Forum with regard to the structuring of commemorative 
coin programs, including recommended themes for commemorative 
programs for the next five years, Mint customer service 
improvements, the pricing of commemorative coins, and any other 
issues of interest to collectors. This is the focus group 
alternative to the public outreach program launched by the 
Advisory Committee on March 25. The Advisory Committee is 
soliciting public suggestions for commemorative coin programs for 
the years 1995-1999. 


Committee Chairman Philip N. Diehl also announced that 
over the next several weeks, the Advisory Committee will be 
developing a formal document of criteria by which to judge 
commemorative coin programs and hopes to formally adopt those 
criteria at the Committee’s next meeting, to be held at 
Mint Headquarters, June 28 - 29. 


The Advisory Committee opened the April 26 meeting with 
a brief discussion of topics from previous meetings. The minutes 
from the meeting held on February 22 were formally approved by 
the Advisory Committee. The tour of the Smithsonian Institution, 
National Numismatic Collection, was postponed to June 29. 


The Advisory Committee was joined by Senator Dodd and 
Governor Weicker of Connecticut for their presentations on 
S. 1660 (and its House companion bill, H.R. 3879), the "1995 
Special Olympics World Games Commemorative Coin Act." Timothy 
Shriver, President of the World Games Organizing Committee of 
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New Haven, Connecticut, read a statement from Congresswoman 
DeLauro, and Sargent Shriver submitted a statement for the 
record. Loretta Claiborne, who has achieved much success as an 
athlete, an advocate, and a role model for persons with mental 
retardation spoke on behalf of the Special Olympics organization. 


Later, the Advisory Committee was joined by Senator 
Johnston of Louisiana, Senator Moynihan of New York, and 
Congressman Hall of Texas who presented before the Advisory 
Committee the merits of S. 1952 and its companion bill, H.R. 
4135, the "U.S. Botanic Garden Commemorative Coin Act of 1995." 


Both presentations were open to the public, after which 
the Committee met in closed session. The Advisory Committee 
announced that it will make no judgement of the merits of any 
proposed programs until it has adopted criteria by which it will 
select programs for its five-year plan and until other program 
sponsors have had an opportunity to make similar presentations. 


The Advisory Committee is required by law to submit a 
report to Congress no later than December 1994, designating the 
events, persons, or places that the committee recommends to be 
commemorated in each of the next five years. 


The Advisory Committee’s report is intended to assist 
Congress and the Secretary of the Treasury in selecting the most 
appropriate commemorations for a particular year, in limiting the 
number of commemorative coin programs offered each year, and in 
allowing for a better planned and structured commemorative coin 
program. 


The Committee heard presentations for the following two 
coin programs already enacted:

The Advisory Committee also reviewed 2 gold designs for 
the 1995 Olympic Coin Program, and 8 designs for the 1996 Olympic 
Coin Program, suggesting revisions to all ten designs. 
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The Advisory Committee was given a presentation by 
Kevin M. Cullinane, Acting Associate Director for Marketing. 
The presentation focused on the 1994 and 1995 commemorative coin 
programs, demographic and purchasing characteristics of Mint 
mailing list customers, revitalized international marketing 
efforts, innovative product designs, and customer service 
improvements, among other topics. The Advisory Committee was 
shown some new packaging for our recent coin programs, including 
venue packaging for the World Cup Commemorative Coin Program. 


Upon conclusion of the meeting, the Advisory Committee 
members were joined by Burnett Anderson, Numismatic News; and 
Rick Feeney, Coin World, for a Q and A session.
